THE PHILADELPHIA FIGHT.

Thereis also a significant 
omission as to the fact that although the lim- 
ited express of the new line reached the yard 
yesterday on time, and an hour ahead of 
the regular time of the Pennsylvania 
limited, it was deliberately held

It has been a season of singular 
prosperity, which has come not from great 
profits, for competition has been very active 
with other markets, and goods have been 
sold generally on slender margins, but it has 
arisen from the largely increased business, 
unusually good credit, and from faithfully 
collected revenues. It is believed that in 
twenty years there has been no such exemp- 
tion from bad debts.” The production 6 
Hamilton County for the year ending July 1, 
1880, are: Highwines and continuously 
distilled spirits, 11,783,270 * gallons, 
showing an increase of 1,400,000 over the pre- 
ceding year. The aggregate production of 
this county and the district across the river, 
which, in a business sense, belongs to Cin- 
cinnati, was nearly 15,000,000 gallons. The 
taxes on this aggregate amount to $12,300,000, 
showing an increase of $1,250,000 over the 
preceding year. Rectified goods show an im- 
portant increase in the production, 22 
reached 10,250,000 gallons in Cincinnati, an 

4,750,000 in Covington, being an increasein the 
two places over last year of 2,095,000 gallons. 
In the extent of business of rectifying, this city 
stands ahead of any other in the United 
States. Of the 50,674,000 gallons of spirits 
rectified in the whole country, Cincinnati 
produced 10,424,000. Shipments from thf 
city were the largest in the history of the 
trade here with the exception of one year 
during the War. They aggregated 456,040 
barrels, being an increase of 59,000 over the 
preceding year.

Sr. Louis, Dec. 30.—The port-list of this 
city for the past year shows 2,871 steamboat 
arrivals and 3,860 departures; about 2,000 
barges also arrived and departed.

HOW A COUPLE OF KENTUCKIANS PLAYED IT ON

A number of well-intentioned gentlemen in 
this city are just now bemoaning their luck as 
speculators in horseflesh, having been badly 
taken in at a sale which was held at John 
Mitchell's auction stable, No. 196 Washington 
street, on the 20th inst.

The report of the Board of Trade Com- 

mittee recommending the purchase of. what 

is commonly known as the Seott property, 


bounded by Jackson, Van Buren, Pacific | 


avenne, and Sherman street, as a site for the 
new Board of Trade building, was submitted 
to the members of the Board yesterday, and 
was ratified by a vote of very nearly five to 
one. The total membership of the Board fs 
about 1,70 Thenumberof votes cast yester- 
day was 1,120, of which 96 were “for the 
ratification of the purchase of real estate, as 
recommended by the Committee on Eu- 
larged Accommodations for the Board, and 
by the Board of Directors,” and 1% 
against. In other words, the majority in 


favor of the move was 743, and the whole 


thing was therefore pretty much one way. 
Under these circumstances the voiing, while 
heavy, was not particularly interesting, and 
was devoid of even the usual number of 
lively incidents which generally relieve the 
tedium of anything and everything on the 
Board.
